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Let's Get Acquainted 


Bill Dudley, our principal of the 
Wasatch Middle School, was born 
to Harry and Olena Kramer 
Dudley on May 28, 1926. His full 
name is Charles William Dudley. 
Bill was born in Spanish Fork and 
lived in the same house as he grew 
up. He attended several elemen- 
tary schools and high school in 
Spanish Fork. He was active in 
athletics, student government and 
drama. 

At the beginning of his Senior 
year in high school, Bill was called 
into the services. He spent 14 
weeks training in the states and 
was sent to the South Pacific. 
There he went through the entire 
Okinawa Campaign. He was in the 
sixth wave of attack on that island 
before being sent on to Siapan, 
Luzon, Mindoro and on to Manilla. 
Bill was wounded on three 
different occasions during combat. 
After two and a half years 
overseas with the 96th Infantry 
Divison, he returned to his parents 
home on 9th East in Spanish Fork. 
It was so good to be home. 

Bill attended the BYU Univer- 
sity, majoring in math and a 
composit minor in chemistry and 
physics. After gaining his B.A. 
and graduation from BYU in 1950, 
he spent the following year doing 
graduate work in educational 
administration. During this time, 
he earned teaching certificates in 
elementary and secondary educa- 
tion. 

The following two years, Bill 
taught math and chemistry at 
Wasatch High School. One of his 
students in chemistry was Joyce 
Murdock, a vivacious girl in her 
Senior year. They both realized 
there was something very special 
in their acquaintance, but there 
were rules prohibiting teacher- 
student dating, so they waited 
until Joyce graduated in the 
spring. They were married in the 
Manti Temple on Dec. 27, 1952. 
During the summer and autumn 
semesters, Joyce had attended the 
University of Utah. 

Joyce Murdock was born March 
31, 1934 to Wayne and Clarissa 
McAllister Murdock in Heber 
City. She attended elementary and 
high school in Heber City. Joyce’s 
father’s people were sheepmen 
and early settlers of Heber City. 
They also owned ranches in 
Duchesne County, where they 
farmed and ranched cattle and 
sheep. They owned these proper- 
ties before Wasatch County was 
divided to make the two counties 
in 1914.

Following this experience, he 
became the Assistant Principal at 
Southeast Junior High School, 
which was a new facility. The 
Superintendent chose Bill for a 
National Administrative Intern- 
ship. and he was allowed to travel 
to various places in the United 
States to learn about many 
innovative programs that were 
being used. On returning, he was

ponsible for experimentation 
within the district. Bill's last four 
years within the district were 
spend as Assistant Principal in 
charge of curriculum and instruc- 
tion at Highland High School.
